We believe he was known in every 
street of this great city. He was the man whom 
the Lord used to open up the doors for me to enter 
the governor's residence and teach the ladies there. 
Blessed be the memory of such a whole hearted 
missionary ! 

Oa September 28th, the governor's wife and son, 
with their bodyguard visited our house. After a 
little refreshment this dear lady handed my hus- 
band one hundred and sixty-four teals in silver for 
the erection of a stone on Dr. Mackay’s grave, thus 
she will have the honor of raising a memorial over 
the grave of that noble man of God. 

After a short talk, we set off together for the

as their parents have given their consent to this. 
You will all understand it means painstaking, 
much prayer and patience, on the part of my dear 
husband who has charge, as well as the teacher 
who looks after them from morning to night. 

We are longing for the day to come when a door 
for girls is also open here, that they may come and 
learn how to read and to know of Jesus’ love to 
them. Pray that we may soon have the joy of 
having a Girl's School here as well. 

You will be glad to hear the door is still open for 
me to visit the governor’s Yamen and teach that 
lady of whom I have written you before. 

On September 21s, our dear friend and brother, 
Dr. A. M. Mackay, took cholera, and in less than 
twelve hours was called into the presence of the 
King. What a loss to us, and this city! ‘ As for 
God, His way is perfect,” and we would not dare 


Hankow Cemetery, as the governor's s-wife wished 
to visit Dr. Mackay's grave. She?wept in silence as 
she was standing there. From the lips of that ser- 
vant of God had she heard for the first time in her 
life about Jesus, and since then it has gone on toa 
more ripened experience and trust?in Him. 

From the cemetery we visited ’the British Con- 
sulate to call on Mrs. Carol, from there we went to 
the photographer’s. We herewith send two of 
these photos. Friends here have remarked: ‘‘ We 
look ag if we were coming back 'from the ceme- 
tery,” and so we did, perhaps we dotlook a little 
sad, but, only sad, as those who have hope. 

Then we hada little steamer (the governor’s own 
boat) coming across the river and back to Wuchang 
again, had dinner at our house, then a look round 
about up and down stairs. She was very pleased 
with our little home, and though sad because Dr. 
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Mackay is no more among us, still it has been a 
day of refreshment and joy. We had most helpful 
talks about our blessed hope. 

They left us at 6 P. M. We praised God we 
were once more permitted to speak about our dear 
Saviour. Dear friends, pray that the Holy Spirit 
may influence the hearts of the other ladies in the 
rovernor’s residence to repent, and trust in Jesus. 
In any way ‘‘Iam free from their blood.” The 
story of the redemption has been put so plainly 
before them, whether they receive Jesus or not, 
they have no excuse. I feel more and more that it 
is an awful thing for us, as Christ’s representatives 
among these people, to come into contact with sO 
many who still remain ‘‘indifferent.” The heart- 


few foreigners have died. We praise God that we 
have been kept so well during the fearful heat, and 
cholera epidemic. Some of our friends belonging to 
the American Lutheran Migsion in Hankow, were 
taken ill with cholera and typhoid fever. It fell to 
our joyous lot to help them, though it meant quite 
an increase of work for us. One of these friends 
was hopelessly given up, but the Lord was good 
both to them, and us, in restoring them all to per- 
fect health again. Praise the Lord. 

The work on the station here is progressing, 
praise the Lord! The great rush of women to our 
meetings as we had in the beginning of the year, 
is not so much now; but then we feel that a more 
real work has begun in gome of their hearts.

MONG the many interesting incidents con- 
A nected with the visit to this country of the 
distinguished Viceroy of Chiva, Li Hung 
Chang, none has, perhaps, had greater significance 
than the interview accorded by him to the repre- 
sentative of the Foreign Mission Boards of our 
country. The able address presented in their be- 
half by Dr. Ellinwood was a most appropriate and 
cordial acknowledgment of the just and generous 
treatment accorded to our missionaries by the Im- 
perial Government of China, and a very kindly 
recognition of the distinguished viceroy’s own 
friendly attitude toward them. In his reply the 
viceroy stated in emphatic language his apprecia- 
fion of the “ arduous and much esteemed work” 
of the Mission Boards for his countrymen, particu- 
larly dwelling upon the value of their numerous 
educational establishments, and the great material 
advantage coming to his psople from missionary 








hospitals and dispensaries, as he remarked, ‘‘to 
save not only the soul but also the body of our 
countrymen.” One sentence in the viceroy’s reply 
igs worthy of special notice, when he says of the 
missionaries: ‘*Their labors have no political sig- 
nificance; and last, not least, if I might be per-

mitted to add, they have not interfered with or 
usurped the rights of the territorial authorities.” 
Such a high indorsement of the quality of Ameri- 
can missionary work in China coming from a man 
in such commanding position for acquaintance with 
the facts, should completely and for all time refute 
the sinister charges which casual visitors to China, 
and unfriendly critics in our own land, are con- 


stantly flinging at the missionary work. It is well — 


said by the New York Sun that ‘‘ this reply of the 
viceroy was by all means the most important utter- 
ance he has made publicly since he has been in this 
country.” All friends of missionary enterprise in 
China will welcome with great satisfaction a state- 
ment of such significance from this eminent man. 
It should give heart and courage to any hesitating 
friends of the cause, and inspire all its supporters 
to renewed devotion to this magnificent work of 
the Church, undertaken in the name and for the 
glory of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

It is not surprising that the great viceroy, rigid 
Confucianist that he is im religious belief, should 
have said a good word in behalf of his own faith, 
endeavoring to raise it to the same level as the 
Christian religion. All the more valuable is his 
testimony to the beneficent results of Christian 
missionary effort in the midst of Confucianism. 
His remarks in regard to opium smoking are de- 
serving of special record as indicating his own en- 
lightened opinion on that practice for which some 
English statesmen and moralists are striving hard 
to apologizs. He said, ‘Opium smoking being a 
great curse to the Chinese population, your so- 
cieties have tried their best not only as anti opium 
societies, but to afford the best means to stop the 
craving for the opium, and also you receive none 
as your converts who are opium smokers.” Such 
familiar acquaintance with the priaciples of Chris. 
tian missionary bodies in China deserves attention 
from all who profess to speak regarding Chinese 
missions. The Church at Home and Abroad. 
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The Weapons of. our Warfare. 


BY REV. A. B. SIMPSON, 
Sermon preached at the Gospel Tabernacle, Nov. 29, 1896. . 











“The weapons cf our warfare are not carnal, hut righty 
throvgh God to the pulling down of strongholds." IT. Cor. x. 4. 
‘And the three companies blew the trumpets and. brabe the 
Poe and held the lempsin their left hands ard the trumpets 


n thetr right hands to blow withal; and they cried, The sword of 


the Lord and of Gideon, And they stood every man in his place 
round «bout the camp, and all the host ran and cried and fled.” 
[udges vii. 20, 21. 

HIS is the crowning iNustration of the rupreme 
lesson of Gideon's life, the strength of weak- 
ness, In the weapons of Gideon’s warfare as 

wellas in Gideon and his followers, we see how 
God can use the weak things of this world to con- 
found the strong, and the things that are not to 
bring to naught the things that are. 

In the commencement of the final assault we 
still see the timidity of Gideon himeel€. As God 
sends him forward for the final attack upon the 


- Midianites, He recogniz+s the fears of His timor. 


ous servant. ‘‘ Arise,” He says, ‘‘ get thee down 
unto the host; for I have delivered them into thy 
hand, But if thou fear to go down, go thou with 
Phurah, thy servant, down to the host.” And go 
God again encouraged the trembling faith of His 
child by giving him another sign. S:ealthily 
Gideon sno his servant creep down to the edge of 
the hostile camp, and they lict un cautiously outside 
one of the tents of the sleeping soldiers, It is just 
after ten o’cl ck at night and the camp is wrapped 
in profound slumber. But one of the sleepe:s is 
suddenly wakened from a troubled dream and he 
is telling his comrade how in his dream a round 
cake of barley bread came rolling into the host of 
Midian and struck the tent and smashed i: into 
ruins. The companion of the +l-eper at once in- 
terpreted the dre m, ‘‘This is nothing else save 
the sword of Gideon, the son of Joash, a man of 
Israe), for into his hand hath God delivered 
Midian, and all the host.” That is enough to sat. 
isfy Gideon that God is already working and the 
fears of the enemy are praphetic of their fate. 
And se God is ever working for those that trust 


Him. He can fight our batil-s for us in the very 


hearte of cur eremies and discomfit them before 
the conflict begins. On} for the faith to recoguizs 
our unseen Aily, and the forces and resources 
which are waiting a6 His command on every sida 
to co-operate with those who trust and obey Him. 
The soul that you are seeking to save and to which 
you may epeak the final word to lead it to decision, 
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has been under a preparation for that word through 
a whole chain of Divine providences with which 
you have had nothing to do; and when you passon 
God has still other agents and influences to take 
up your work and carry it on to consummation. 
When Elisha stood at Dothan surrounded by the 
Syrian armies it seemed to his frightened servant 
that all was lost; but there were armies in the 
sky and on the mountain tops more mighty than 
all their foes. And faith reckons on the unseen 
and steps out into the darkness alone with God to 


- find that He is just as able to turn the Midianites 


against each other as to strike them by the sword 
of God and that He is already beginuing to melt 
their hearts like wax, and prepare them by their 
very dreams for the panic and disaster which is so 
goon to follow. So it matters not if Gideon’s forces 
are but three hundred against one hundred and 
thirty-five thousand of his foes. It matters not 
that their weapons are but lamps, and pitchers, 
and trumpets, for they do not need to strike a blow 
in this great battle for Jehovah is going to turn 
the Midianites agiinst the Amalekites, and the 
Amalekites against the Midianites, while G deon’s 
army stands waving the torch and blowing the 
trumpet of victory and shouting, ‘“‘Tae sword of 
the Lord and of Gideon.” 

These simple and apparently foolish weapons are 
fitting types of the weapons of our warfare which 
‘‘are not carnal, but mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strongholds.” 

I. Toe PircHer. This was just a vessel of 
earthenware. It did not need to be strong or beau- 
tiful. If it had been of iron, or of brags, it would 
have been useless. Its very frailty was its chief 
advantage for it was of no servic until it was 
broken. How well it represents these vessels of 
clay through which God is pleased to accomplish 
His high commissions and concerning which He says: 
‘Present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy and 
acceptable to God,” and ‘Yield yourselves unto 
God as those that are alive from the dead and your 
members ak weapons of righteousness unto God.” 
These members are represented here as weapons, 
Our hands, our feet, our lips, our eyes, our eard, 
our physical senses are all 80 many weapons to be 
used against evil and for the Lord. Gideon’s ves- 
sels had to be empty. And so God regiires our 
bodjes and spiri s to ba given to Him ex ‘lusively 
and to be emptied of all our willful, seitish and 
absorbing pra emptions and read yat any moment 
for His use and servic+. Toen, wher they are filled 

with all of His indwelling life and broken like 
Gideon’s pitchers so that the light may shine 
through, God will use them in their very weak- 
ness for the revelation of His glory add the accom- 
plishment of His plans. We need not be troubled 
about the breaking of the pitchers. God will do 
that, or, at least, allow it to be done, but the cir- 
cumstances and trials, perhaps the wrongs that 
come to us will furnish the occasion for the victory 
of His grace. I have seen a child of God standing 
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unmoved amid intense provocation, when the 
natural impuise would have been to speak the 
quick word and to take up and re:ent the wrong 
in a manner that might have seemed to the world 
more dignified and becoming. But instead of this 
there was nothing but the flushing crimson of the 
brow, the starting tear in the eye, the self suppres- 
sion that costa moment’s effort, and then the gentle 
silence and the sweet smile, and I have seen a 
strong man broken down by that victory of love 
and led to seek the grace that enabled a Christian 
child to triumph over his unkindness, and to let 
the light of God's love flash through a broken ves- 
sel and shine just because of the cruel wrong. I 
have seen some worker for Christ stand in silence 
and misrepresentation and wrong and wait for God 
to vindicate, andin the waiting days exhibit the 
spirit of Christ and glorify God by that silence as 
no self-vindication could ever have done, and then 
in the end come forth with God’s own seal of ap- 
proval and a vindication that human words could 
never have afforded. | 

God lets these things come in our lives just that 
we may through them reveal the light of His grace 


and the Spirit of Him, whose agony in Gethsemane 


and shame upon the cross were but the background 
on which the glory of His grace shone out with a 
lustre transcending even the Transfiguration light. 
, IL. Tue Lamps. Gideon's lamps represented not 
only the light of truth and the source of all light, 
the Holy Ghost, but more than this—the light of the 
indwelling Chriat as an actual life in the inner- 
most soul of the child of God; for the lamps were 
inside the pitchers and the Lord of Life must be in 
us if we would shine. They say that travellers in 
Arctic zones can take a piece of ice and shape it in 

to a burning glass to concentrate the rays of the 
sun until they can kindle fires. But not so can 
human souls be kindled. Thea medium must be burn- 
ing too. Icy hearts cannot set other souls on fire. 


“Thou must thyself be true. 
If thou the truth would’st teach. 
Thy heart must overflow if thou 


| Another heart wouldst reach.”” _ 

In speaking of the true seed of the kingdom Christ 
says the good seed are “‘the children of the kingdom.” 
And so again He says, “ Ye are the light of the 
world.” It is not what we say, but what we are 
and what Christ is within us that constitutes the 
strength of our testimony and the power of our 
life. It is the life of Christ within shining through 
the broken vessel in a suffering saint, a feeble in- 
strumentality that most honors God and most ef- 
fectively works for His kingdom and glory. 

tt. THe Trumpets. This is God’s symbol of the 
gospel message. A trumpet is just an artificial 
voice proclaiming a loud and startling message of 
alarm, or warning, or of command. How perfectly 
it represents the message of the gospel. The 
trumpet is not a musical instrument. It has no 
fine inflections of tone and no sweet cadences of 
elocution, but it is a loud, short, sharp summons 
meant to arouse and to move. The very word 


used for preaching is based on this figure, the 
trumpet of the herald. When Christ sent forth 
His disciples to preach He did not say, Go and give 
eloquent orations and artistic speeches, but He 
said, Go and proclaim as a herald the glad tidings 
of salvation. Our message should be as clear and 
as urgent as the herald’s trumpet, and so simple 
that none can misunderstand it. This was what 
John the Baptist said he was, ‘.A Voice.” There 
was not much honor in being a voice to express an. 
other's thought and message. This is the place of 
the gospel ministry, to senda trumpet call of warn 
ing and of mercy to all mankind. There is a place 
for teaching the disciples of Christ, but our first 
command is to make them disciples and give them 
the message. | 

This ig the chief business of the missionary 


of Christ. Let us not be misled by the induction 


of our own reasonings and get into the idea 
that we are sent forth to heathen lands simply 
to gather about us bands of little children and 
train them up in the truths of Christianity and 
thus gradually prepare a Christian community; 
giving up ag comparatively hopeless the hardened 
hearts of those that are mature in years and 
steeped in sin; for God sends us to these sinful and 
hardened lives, to men and to women, to homes 
and families, to the cannibal chief and the savage 
barbarian to flash before him the light of the living 
Christ, and proclaim in his ears the message of his 
God; believing that He, who spoke to Midian's 
myriads in the very dreams of the night, and filled 
their hearts with fear, can still speak to the hearts of 
men and arouse them to repentance and obedience 
by the power of the Holy Ghost. | 

Let this be the aim of our work and the claim 
of our faith, and we shall still find that the weap. 
ons of our warfare are as mighty as of old, and 
that we need not be ‘ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ; for it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth; to the Jew first and 
also to the Greek.” _ 

IV. THE BATTLE Cry. The battle cry of Gideon’s 
band is full of instructive meaning. ‘The sword 
of the Lord and of Gideon ” it is translated, but if 
you look closely at the verse in Judges vii. 18, you 
will see that the word “‘sword” is not in the or- 
iginal, and it might truthfully be translated ‘‘ God 
and Gideon” or *‘ Jehovah and Gideon.” It was 
indeed a startling battle cry—‘‘ Gop ANp Gipron.” 
There was no waste of words, but there could be 
no heightening of emphasis. The very words were 
almost as startling as the blast of the trumpet 
loud and long. ‘“‘GoD AND GipEoNn!” How it rang 
out over the midnight air until it echoed back from 
the hills and ravines, until it was answered back by 
the shrieks and groans of the terrified and wound- 
ed men. “Gop anD Grpron,” it was a fitting 
watchword linking together the two great prin- 
ciples of Divine operation and human co-operation. 
God comes first, for the battle is the Lord’s. Ib is 
He who strikes down the enemy. It is He who 
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uses and prepares the instrument. It is He who 
turns the foemen upon each other. If is He who 
fills their hearts with fear, and really decides the 
battle before it begins. It is He who is still pre- 
sent in all His unchanged omnipotence, and whose 
eyes run to and fro throughout the earth to show 
Himself upright in behalf of those whose heart is 
perfect toward Him. Itis He who saves us. It is 
He who sanctifies us. It is He who is our Healer 
and Daliverer in temporal distress. It is He who, 
as the God of providence, still works in the events 
and circumstances of life in answer to His people’s 
prayers. It is He who sits upon the throne—an 
ever present God, making all things work together 
for good to them that love Him. It is He who by 
the Holy Ghost convicts the world of sin and of 
righteousness and judgment. He can break the 
hardest heart. He can change the most obdurate 
will, He can break down the iron walls of Hindu 
caste, and bring tribes and nations to seek and 
acknowledge Him. He can change the persecut- 
ing Saul into a humble apostle of Jesus Christ. 
He can prompt the hearts of men to lay their 
treasures at His feet, and supply the needed re- 
sources for the work of the gospel and evangeliz- 
ation of the world. He does not need our religious 
tricks and our shameful compromises with the 
‘world in order to gain the favor of the rich and 
win the popularity of the crowd. Christianity is 
a supernatural power, and the same God that led 
Israel with a Pillar of Cloud and Fire, who spoke at 
Pentecost through the tongues of flame, and opened 
Peter's prison door, and then struck his persecutor 
down upon his throne in his impious pride, is wait- 
ing to work the greater wonders of His grace in 
these last days of Christian advantage. Oh, for 
the sword of God! Oh, for the faith to claim it! 
Oh, for the proof of the promise, ‘‘Commit thy 
way unto the Lord, trust also in Him, and He 
worketh.” 

There is the sword of Gideon, too. There isa 
place for man’s obedience as well as for man’s 
faith. So Gideon must himself be true, and his 
three hundred men must be adjusted and ready, 
and they must follow him just as closely as he fol. 
lowed Jehovah; for his command is urgent and 
imperative, ‘‘ Look on me, and do likewise. As 
I do, so shall ye do.” There must be perfect 
unity and precision of action. There is not much 
for us to do, but what He bids us that must we do, 
and do just as He bids us to. And then, when 
the victory was won and the tide was turned, 
there was still something todo. The foe must be 
followed up and pursued ; the battle must be com- 

lete; the enemy must be cut off in their retreat 
at the fords of Jordan, and the very men that had 
been rejected the day before, the nine thousand 

’ geven hundred who had been sent home because 
of their failure at the testing waters, they now 
were permitted to come in at the finish and cut off 
the fleeing foe. And so there was a part for all. 

This was the part of Gideon, and this the object 
of our obedience and fellowship in the gospel. God 
teach uz both to trust, as if all depended upon 
God, and to obey, as if all depended upon us.

HAVE a friend. If have many friends, thank

Waenl have failed and come back to 
Him with heavy heart and disappointment in face 
and tone of voice, Ha does not chide me nor find 
fault with me, and the outcome is that I take His 
way and all is well. 

My Friend is piwerful. When He sets me a task 
and I shrink from it, He says, ‘‘ Why, you don’t 
have to do it alone! I will help you! Can’t you 
trust me?” Then I take Him and the work ig 
done. 

I am very anxious, in fact, I find myself, as the 
days go by, making plans to introduce my Friend 
to all my friends. I am very sure, if He had the 
opportunity He would esteem it a pleasnre to be 
come the Friend of all who would admit Him as 
such. His name is Paraclete. How to become 
acquainted with Him is a question that agitates the 
minds of multitudes of people who have heard of 
Him. 

In my endeavor to write a note of introduction 
that will giva the reader a ganeral knowledge of 
who He is I assumes that all will concede Him to 
be God, the third person of the Holy Trinity. 
Standing on this foundation if will be my privilege 
to so present and describe Him that the ice may be 
broken, the difficulties in the way removed; so that 
when those who seek Him, meet Him, they will at 
once recogniz3 Him, open their hearts wide to re- 
ceive H m, and admit Him with cordial welcome 
as an abiding guest. 

In teaching the believerein Christ his privilege 
of being filled with the Spirit first, careful em- 
phasis should be placed on the doctrine of His 
personality. As Jesus, the first Paraclete, was a 
person, so is the Holy Ghost, the second Paraclete, 
a person also. It isa fact that the same blessed, 
intimate and confidential relationship that existed 
between Jesus aad John, or Jesus and Peter, may 
exist to-day between the followers of our Lord and 
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the Holy Ghost who represents Him upon the 
earth. 

It is not possible for this relationship to exist be- 
tween us and Jeeus while the Church is upon the 
earth, because Jesus is here no longer. He is in 
heaven sitting on the right hand of the Father, our 
Interceesor and Advocate. But He made ample 
provision before He went away that we might not 
suffer in either our enjoyment or privilege. 

The disciples had known Jesus asaman. They 
had travelled throughout Palestine with Him. 
Teir eyes had looked into His and tried to fathom 
the depths of His nature which they could not 
comprehend. Upon tneir ears the cadences of His 
gentle voice had fallen during the years of His 
ministry, the vehicle of sweetest teaching that ever 
gladdened the heart and irspired the brain of man. 
His patience and endurance were the wonder of 
their lives. His sweetness and love lifted them in- 
to high atmospheres such as Jew never breathed 
before. His gracious and powerful deeds of restor- 
ation among the distressed, the sick, the dying and 
the dead kindled their reverence and awe. They 
were ultimately associated with Him every day. 
They loved Him with a love which they believed 
nothing could weaken. 

But one day Jesus told them that He was going 
to leave them. Tney were heart-broken. To 
separate from the ordinary friends of life is trial 
enough. But to be separated from Him, how could 
that be endured? And then, quickly following the 
announcement of His departure, came another to 
the «ffect that it was expedient for then that He 
should go away. They could not understand it. 
How could it be the best thing for them that the 
dear Master and Lord should go away from them. 

And then He tried to explain it to them. They 
could not understand Him then, but they did later, 
aud wecannow. He told them if He did not go 
the other Paraclete would not come. What did 
they want of another Paraclete? Jesus was all the 


Paraclete they desired. Oh, human selfishness, will 


it never down? The disciples were thinking only 
of themselves. Jesus was thinking of the wide, 
wide world with its multitude who were to be 
added to the Courch and with whom He desired to 
be as intimate as with the little band of disciples 
whom He had associated with Him. | 
And this is precisely what Jesus meant when He 
talked to them about another Puaraclete, The word 
‘ Paraclete” means “‘one who stands along side 
of.” In other words it means a stand-by, one who 
is with us all the time. Jesus had been the stand- 
by of the disciples. Vie bad called them, taught 
them, comforted them, conferred power upon them, 
walked, eaten and slept with them throughout His 
ministry. : 
Now it was impossible for Jesus to become inti- 
mate and close in Hig relationship with more than 
a few people while He was in the flesh, for the 
same reason that it js impossible for me to have 
more than a few confidential friends. While Jesus 


was a man He was subject to all the limitations of 
humanity. This had to be so0 else He would not 
have been tried in all points as are we. Ws can 
count the people who see eye to eye with us on our 


fingers. Jesus had but twelve disciples, and of | 


these but three, Peter, James and Joho, were ad. 
mitted to the inner circle. They went with Him 
into the room when the daughter of Jairus was 
raised; they climbed the steeps of Hermon and saw 
the visitors and beheld the exciting glory of the 
transfiguraiion; they went with Him into Gethsem. 
ene on the fateful night when He was to bear alone 
the burden of the world’s guilt. Highly privileged 
were the three who constituted the inner circle of 
the Siviour’s friends, | 
Moreover, it was the Divine plan that the gospel 
should be preached to every creature. He could 
not do this while encumbered with flesh. If a man 
travel with all the speed which modern means of 


transportation makes possible, and preach Jesus 


three times every day toa thousand people, and 
have strength to endure such work for forty years 
he will only have preached once to each of the in- 
habitants of these United States. 

The mind of Jesus was broader than those of the 
disciples. It was His desire that the very same 
privileges of hearing, intimacy and friendship en. 
joyed by the disciples, even those to which the 
inner trio were admitted, should be extended toal] 
disciples through the age. Thera can be no partial! 
ity in the dealings of God with His children. ‘The 
promise is unto you, and to your children, and to 
ali that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call.” 

Now. what it was impossible for Jesus to do, be: 
cause He was circumscribed by the fl: sh, it became 
possible for the Holy Ghost to do, because He was 
not enshrined in a body. Therefore, that all might 


Enow God, even as the disciples had known Jesus, 


the Huly Ghost, the Spirit of J-sus, was poured 
out upon all flesh on the day of Pentecost. 

And He is in the world to day just as much as 
He was on the day of Pentecost. He never has 
b3en rem ved from earth His mission i3 to teach 
and glorify Jesus, to bring to our remembrance 
the things Jzsus taught, in fact, to take the place 
which Jesus occupied while He was here. He dues 
not usurp the plice of Jesus, but He administers 
His will in the church, while Jesus waits for the 
kingdom. 

But, Iam often reminded, the Holy Ghost is a 
Spirit! How is it possible for me to sustaia the 
game relationship to Him that the disciples sus- 
tained to Jesust. I cannot see a spirit; He is not 
apparent to my senses. On, beloved, here is the 


secret of the Lord! It is revealed to all that fear _ 


Him. Though we cannot apprehend the Holy 
Ghost with senses of the earth earthy, we can 
grasp Him by faith, who, though we cannot see 
Him, is nevertheless as really standing by our side, 
as if we saw Him. SO 


Let us remember that He is a person, and that 
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He deals with us as individuals. He is not an in- 
fluence like the eather which pervades space, but a 
rea) person dealing with each of us In a real way, 
which we may understand. As Jesus walked and 
talked with the disciples day by day, so does the 
Holy Ghost walk and talk with all who will receive 
Him and give Him right of way. As Jesus com: 
forted and conferred power upon the disciples, so 
does the Holy Ghost comfort and energize all who 
take Him, Have we made ready to receive Him? 
and, having made ready, have we taken Him as 
our very own, dearest, closest, most intimate and 
confidential friend 3 

While it is the office of the Holy Ghost during 
these days of grace, to establish friendships, such 
as I have described, with all the followers of Jesus 
who will admit Him as auch, each of these friend- 
ships is as secret and absolute as if there were no 
others. What we tell Him never goes farther. 
There is no such thing as absolute trust with the 
certainty that it will be kept inviolate among men. 
The strongest friendships have been broken, and 
the most sacred oaths violated. But He will never 
break faith with us. There are things we cannot 
tell to the dearest friends of earth, We would 
not have father or mother, husband or wife, child, 
brother or sister, know of them. But we can go 
to this Stand-by of ours, and tell them to Him 
with absolute assurance that He will not only keep 
faith with us, but that His sympathy and counsels 
will be sweeter and safer than any from whatever 
worldly source. 

God help us fo take Him into our lives as a per- 
gonal friend, with whom we can walk, talk, coun- 
gel, and in every way deal with; love, use, revere 
and worship, as if He were Jesus again in the flesh 
apparent to every sense of the body. Is it not 
sweet? is it not beautiful—this thought of His be- 
ing by us and with us? We cannot see Him, but 
it ig our blessed and splendid privilege to deal with 
Him, whom we cannot see, as if wesaw Him. ©

HE sixth, seventh and eighth chapters of 
Romans constitute a distinct section in the 
unfolding of the argument of the epistle, and 

may be described as an exposition of the new life 
in Christ. Tae thought of the apostle in the open. 


ing verses of the sixth chapter is—our freedom 
from the dominion of sin through our judicial 
union with Christ in His death and resurrection. 
In the purpose of God we died and rose again with 
Christ. Through the ordinance of Christian bap- 
tism, and by the exercise, on our part. of a lively 
faith in the operation of God (Col. ii, 12) our one- 
ness with Christ in His death and recurrection is 
made real. The glorious result in actual experi- 
ence 18 @ moral state, in which it is the purpose of 
God that ‘‘ we should walk in newness of life.” 

In the New Testament there are two Greek ad- 
jectives translated ‘“‘new”: one is 7eos, express- 
ing what is new in time, ie, recent or young; 
the other is kainos, expressing what is new in 
substance and qiality, z.e., the noun described by 
its adjective is iteelf new. The word ‘‘ newness” 
in the phrase ‘‘ newness of life” ig a noun formed 
from the latter adjective, and expresses ‘‘a new 
condition of moral life.” The only other occur- 
rence of this word in the New Testament is in 


chapter vii. 28 of this epistle, where the meaning 


is the same, viz., ‘‘the new state of life in which 
the Holy Spirit places us.” The meaning of both 
the Greek adjectives, however, seems to be con: 
veyed by this noun, ¢.e., newness in substance and 
in form. 

It is within the power of language not only to 
express thought, but also to present pictures to 
the mind. One word will often suggest a whole 
scene. Around many words, such as mother, 
home, fatherland, precious memories and tender 
associations cluster. The phrase ‘‘ newness of 
life * is of this character. Like the fragrance of 
the empty rose-jw, like a balmy breath of spring 
in midwinter, like a stray gleam of suushine ona 
cloudy day, this expression, ‘‘newness of life,” 
suggests all the characteristics and blessed priv- 
leges of the life “‘ bid with Christ in God.” Let 
us notice some of them: 

1. The source of the life is itself new. It is 
Christ (Col. iii. 4). We are accounted by God as 
dead to our old life, and as alive to Christ forever 
more. This is the new attitude which we are com- 
manded to take by simple faith (Rom. vi. 11). As 
we steadfastly reckon this to be true, God makes 
it realin us. Weare inseparably united to Chriat 
as the new source of our life (Eph. v. 30). 

2. The life itself is new, It is eternal life, 
Eternal life is not primarily a matter of duration, 
but of quality. Itis anew kind of life (John xvii. 
3) At regeneration we are introduced into a new 
world. Weare said to be new creatures in Christ 
Jesus (II. Cor. v. 17). The Bible becomes a new 
book. The world itself seems changed. ‘Old 
things are passed away: behold, all things are be- 
come new.” | 
8. Newness of life is fresh and unworn. It is 
life for the day. Like physical iife, the new life 
in Christ, though continuous, must be sustained by 
nourishment. Christ is not only the source of our 
life, but we must feed upon Him by faith in our 








_ are complete in Him (Col. ii. 10). 
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hearts, moment by moment (John vi. 53-57). He 
is the very atmosphere which we breathe (Acts 
XVil. 28). 

4. Newneas of life is spontaneous and over flowing. 
It is springing life (John iv. 14). The Psalmist 
sang, '‘ All my springs are in Thee” (Psa. Ixxxvii. 
1). God wants us to have the springing life of 
childhood and the enthusiasm of youth. He prom- 
ises that our “youth shall be renewed (Hebrew, 
restored) like the eagle’s (Isaiah xl 81). Of Christ 
it was written, ‘‘ Thou hast the dew of Thy youth” 
(Psa. cx. 3). If we have Christ, we shall have a 
young heart, ready for service or sacrifice at His 
bidding. 

5. Newness of life is fruitful. It not only dis- 
plays itself in happy feelings, but expends its 
energy in work for Christ. It is pre-eminently a 
life of service (John xv. 16) Our fullness of bless- 
ing is for others and cannot be restrained. Often 
in reaching the needs of others it will cut new 
channels for itself. 

6. Newness of life is completeness of life. We 
Consciousness 
witnesses to the oneness of our personal life. We 
cannot tell where the Spirit ends, and the soul be- 
gins, or where the soul ends and the bcdy begins. 


We cannot partly die with Christ, and partly re- 


main alive to sin. As a person, a tripartite unity 
(I. Thess. v. 23), we yield ourselves as dead and 
alive unto God in Christ Jesus. Thus Christ lives 
out His own life in us. We are partakers of His 
Spirit (I. Cor. vi. 17). He shares His mind with us 
({. Cor. ii. 16). He unites our bodies to His resur- 
rection body and quickens them by the Holy Spirit 
(Eph. v. 30; Rom. viii, 11). 

7. Newness of life is a life of glory. The apostle 
tells us that, ‘‘ Christ was raiscd up from the dead 
by the glory of the Father,” and that likewise we 
are to ‘‘ walk in newness of life.” In other words 
we are to walk in newness of life ‘‘by the glory of 
the Father.” The motive power of the new life is 
not our will or anything we can do, but “the glory 
of the Father.” God Himself who raises us from 
the dead in Christ, enables us evermore to walk 
‘in newness of life.” The life of glory is resur- 
rection-life of which even here we may have the 
earnest in the ‘“‘life hid with Christ in God.” 
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Rewards and Crowns.

Confirming testimonies: Said Justin Martyr, A. 
D. 150 in his dialogue with Trypho, clxxx., ‘‘More- 
over [ pointed out to you that some who are called 
Christians, but are godless, impious heretics, and 
teach doctrines that are in every way blasphemous, 
atheistical and foolish. ... Kor if you have fal- 
len in with some who are called Christians, but 
who do not admit this, and venture to blaspheme 
the God of Abraham and the God of Isaac and the 
God of Jacob, wko say there is no rerurrection of 
the dead, and that their souls, when they die, are 
taken to heaven, do not imagine that they are 
Christians. . . .” Said Bishop Jeremy Taylor, 
‘Phat is a plain departure from antiquity, which 
was determined by the council of Florence (14387), 
that the souls of the pious, being purified, are im- 
mediately at death received into heaven, and be- 
hold the triune God just as He is; for those who 
please to try may see it dogmatically resolved to 
the contrary by Justin Martyr, Trendus, Origen, 
Chrysostom, Theodoret, etc.” __ 

Said Calvin, ‘Christ is our head, whose kingdom 
and glory have not yet appeared. If the members 
were to go before their head, the order of things 
would be inverted and preposterous ; but we shall 
follow our Prince then, when He shall come in the 
glory of His Father, and sit upon the throne of 
His majesty. The Scripture uniformly commands 
ug to look forward with eager expectation to the 
coming of Christ, and defers the crown of glory 
that awaits fill that period.” Said Tyndale, the 
translator of the Bible,to More the Roman Catholic, 
‘Ye, in putting departed souls in heaven, hell or 
purgatory, destroy.the arguments wherewith Christ 
and Paul prove the resurrection, What God doth 
with them, that shall we know, when we come to 
them. The true faith putteth the resurrection, 
which we be warned to lovk for every hour. The 
heathen philosophers, denying that, did put that 
the souls ever live ; and the Pope joineth the spir- 


itual doctrines of Christ and the fleshly doctrine | 


of the philosophers together—things so contrary 


that they cannot agree. ... Again, if the souls 
be in heaven, tell me why they be not in as good

acage ag the angels be? and then what cause is 
there of a resurrection ?” 

Said John Wesley in a sermon on Luke xvi. 31: 
‘It is indeed very generally supposed that the 
souls of good men, as soon as they are dislodged 
from the body, go directly to heaven, but this 
opinion has not the least foundation in the oracles 
of God.” Dr. Macnight says, ‘‘The apostles’ doc- 
trine that believers are all rewarded together, 
and at the same time, is agreeable to Christ’s 
declaration, who told His disciples that they 
were not to come to the place He was going 
away to prepare for them till He returned from 
heaven.” 
| Says Dr. A. J. Gordon in Ecce Venit, ‘‘ How de- 
plorably, therefore, do they lower the standard of 
redemption who fix our anticipations upon our de- 
partures through the gates of the grave, instead of 
lifting them to Christ’s return through the gates 
of glory. If we make Death our hops, let us not 
be surprized, if others learn to make him their 
hero. ... Pagan philosophy infused its own no. 
tions of a future life into ecclesiastical theology. 
It deftly substituted the Platonic doctrine of the 
immortality of the soul for the Christian doctrine 
of the resurrection of the body. In harmony with 
this change came the notion of judgment being 
administered immediately after death, in the dis- 
embodied state, instead of being reserved till the 
comiag of the Lord and the raising of the dead—a 
conception as characteristic of all heathen religions 
as itis foreign to the testimony of both the Old 
Testament and the New. ... With such a vision 
before our eyes (the translation of Enoch, Elijah 
and Christ}, we should cease talking of the im- 
mortality of the soul, as though we knew not that 
God has provided some better things for us. It is 
a lamentable apostacy from Paulism to Platonism 
to substitute the hope of being unclothed for that 
of being clothed upon. Let philosophers dream of 
a naked immortality as man’s highest state in the 
life to come, but we will be content with novhing 
less than God’s full provision of this mortal putting 
on immortality. Therefore the conception of the 
body as the srpirit’s clay and prison-house should 
find no place in a Christian eschatology. ... That 
unseemly snatching for a crown of life, which 
characterises the latest improved eschatology—the 
theory that every man rises from the dead as coon 
as the breath is out of the body—has no foundation 
in Scripture.” 

Says Adam Clarke on T. Cor. xv.: ‘*One ramark 
I cannot help making. The doctrine of the resur- 
rection appears to have been thought of much 
more consequence among the primitive Christians 
than itis now. How is this? The apostles were 
continually insisting on it, and exciting the follow. 
ers of Christ to diligence and obedience and ch-er- 
fulness through it! Tbere is not a doctrine in the 
gospel on whica more stress is laid, and there is 
not a doctrine in the present system of preaching, 
which is treated with more neglect.”

THE OBJECT AXD ORIGIN OF THIS HOME. 


In this cut you see the children in their happt. 
ness and glee, as we often see them, and wish you 
could also. 

The bome ie located at present, at College Point, 
Long Island, New York, about half an hour's ride 


from this city. Tne name ‘ Berachah” signifies 
‘the valley of blessing,” and it has been a place of

real blessings, such as come from sore frials to 
the flesh, yet they press you into God and His 
blessings, 

The work ig one of faith and trust in God, who 
knoweth all our needs, and supplies according to 
our faith and His love, for every department of the 
work. The past year has been one of peculiar 
trials in many ways. We have some bills unpaid 
which accumulated through the alterations and re- 
pairs that we had to make a year ago, and which 
cost more than we had expected; this has been 
continually held up before God, aud we are waiting 
on the Father of thefatherless to settle up with us. 

And the interest on the mortgage has not been 
met. These two things are avery peculiar pres- 
sure, and we need your faith and prayers to unite 
with ours for the Lord to deliver goon. I feet hke 
saving as George Miiller did a few years ago in his 
report, when under a very trying pressure, that 
should the heart and hand of the Lord not be 
pleased to deliver the work soon in this matter, I 
would rather take steps to havea smaller work, 
and owe no man anything, and ke-p free. 

Perhaps we got ahead of the Lord somewhere. 
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But He has promised to forgive, to rule and over- 
rule, and supply our needs. 

The workers also have not received Jast year 
what we formerly gave them. We generally re- 
ceived from the Lord to provide about $10 00 per 
month, but this last year they only received about 
$6.00 per month, and they tiust the Lord without 
a murmur about it, and are satisfied ; yet we count 
on their having what belongs to them. We buy 
all our provisions and clothing for cash, as the 
Lord provides. So far as we know, surely, the 
Lord reigns and plans. I! know nothing but to 
live moment by moment. 

I used to cling to the children and to the good 
workers, to keep them, and often felt we could not 
do without them ; but pow I can truly say, Go or 
stay. If He needs them somewhere else, we want 
to let them go, to the praise of His glory. It means

to walk with God, and let Him have the right of 
way.

The Home is for both sexes. The number of 
children admitted since the Home opened, Sept. 
14th, 1886, to Sept. 30th, 1896, is 145. The number 
of children admitted during the past_year is 12 boys 
and 8 girls. Also the same number were released 
during the year. The present number in the Home 
is 30 boys and 26 girls. 

We have had a good many of our children with 
us eight years already, and it is a real home to 
them still. Some of them, who have left, still 
come back, calling it their home. We could men 
tion much of God's love and care for those grown- 
up ones who are out in service that would touch 
hearts, but we must leave them to God till some 
day, when all things will be revealed, and we will 
rejoice all the more for not knowing here below.

Dear Children :— 

You would like to have fruit fresh from the 
trees, and flowers all the year round, and see 
humming birds and butterflies hard at work in 
their search for honey in the flower’s storehouses, 
both summer and winter? Well, if this is 50, you 
ask your papa and mamma to take you to make us 
a visit to Venezuela. But wait a minute. Though 
there is such nice bright sunshine here, I am 
afraid the sunshine would enab'e you to see things 
that would make you very sad, and what makes 
Jesus and those who know Him very sad too. 

These poor little children are taught that Jesus 
did not die so that God who is just might be able 
to freely forgive us, but only died to help us save 
ourselves, and show us how patient He was. Tho 
people who told me this looked so very sad as they 
said it. Do you wonder? Oh, no. The Kittle 
boys and girls look very sad when they are going 
to die, because they think they will have to goto 
a place of burning and suffering when they die. 
Thay ara taught to call this place purgatory, and 
that the fi:mes there hea them will cleanse 
them better than could Jesus’ blood, and some day 
make them fit to go to heaven. ’ 

A little boy who died here soma atoniid ago, 
knew that Jesus, the great Truthteller. never said 
this. He knew that faith in the loving Friend who 
suffered punishment of death instead of him, and 
letting this Friend cleanse the sinner with His 
precious blood, was what had already cleansed him 
from all sin. And so the days that he was sick, 
and until he died, he kept singing hymns of 
thanks to Jesus for having died for him. 

I wonder would you be frightened, any of you, 
if you were here and felt an earthquake, 
times there are a good many, and the city of 
Oaracas, which is the capital, was once destroyed 
by an earthquake, but now it is all built up again. 
Well, this little boy was not afraid of an earth- 
quake, for it used to make him think Jesus was 
coming. And that made him so happy. Now he 
ts with Jesus, and the mother, and father, and 
brothers, and sisters, comfort one another by read- 
ing from the Bible about where he is, and about 
the loving Lord Jesus, and the Heavenly Father 
who have him with them. Howrich you are, dear 
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children, knowing a real, living and powerful 
Lord Jesus, the Saviour. Just ask Him ever so 
many kind, wonderful things for yourselves, and 
other people, and, above all, to forgive you your 
sine, and tocome quickly. Besure to ack Him, too, 
for His great loving Holy Spirit. You will find 
out for yourselves then, through praying to Him, 
how He is able to do everything good and wise. 

The little children here with their parents kneel 
down to a little wax baby Jesus, covered over with 
a glass shade to keep the dust and flies off.

It 
never grows any bigger, nor does them any good. 
Little children, will you pray that God’s Holy Spirit 
will teach these people to seek and find the risen, 
saving Jesus? They direct their prayers, some of 
them, to the images, and others to the Virgin and 
saints, and are always asking them to get some 
one dear to them out of the burning purgatory.

VERY precious incident occurred at Troy, N. 
Y. at one of the recent meetings held by Miss 
Carrie Bates. A friend writes us saying: — 

‘© Quite a touching incident occurred in our Sun. 

In Miss Bates’ discourse she had men 
tioned the fact that the children in India were de 
lighted with colored pictures. As soon as she 
closed, a little child went to her with some Scrip 
ture cards received in our schools, and requested 
her to give them to children in India. Then one 
after another followed, giving up their cards which 
they really prized, and their pap2rs, for the heathen 
children. During the afternoon service these chil- 
dren returned, each one with all the picture cards 
they had carefully laid aside as their little treas- — 
ures, and as soon as the cervices closed (some of 
them waiting nearly two hours) they brought their 
treasures forward for the heathen children.

@udition of Jesus’ service are strenuous exertion 
and unflinching moral courage; its trials are the 
opposition of the world and the battle with sin.

A Bing FOR EvERY ScHoLAR,—-The 
story of Mary Jones, who in Wales early in 
this century walked barefooted fif-y miles to 
procure a Bible, and thus called forth the 
spirit which led to the formation of the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Scciety in London, is 
well known to the religious world, but not so 
well known is a somewhat similar incident 
which occurred in this city during the pres- 
ent year. . 

The writer has in his possession the name 
and address of an old man, over seventy 
years of age, who, desiring to obtaina Bile 
far his daughter, not knowing any other 
way of securing it, and having no money to 
pay car fare, walked three and a half miles 
to the Bible House, intending to walk both 
ways, which would have made seven miles. 
In the latter part of this nineteenth century, 
in the city of New York, where there are 
four hundred Protestant churches, nothing 
like this should ever occur again, and so far 
as the New York Bible Society is able it is 
determined to prevent it. 

The society desires that every Sunday 
School scholar iu the city of New York, who 
is able to makea proper use of it, shall have 
a Bible which shali be his or her own per- 
sonal property, and while they caunot afford 
to make this an absolutely free gift, they 
will furnish to any school or any part of any 
achool in the city Bibles at fifteen, twenty, 
twenty-five or thirty cents, thus reducing 
the price much below actnal cost.

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South America.— Mr. Starx writes from 
Pern to the Missionary Review of the 
World. 

‘ Perhaps few fully understand the posi- 
tion of the missionary in Peru, The national 
constitution in its Article IV., declares that 
‘the nation professes the Roman Catholic 
religion, the State protects it, and does not 
permit the public exercise of any other.’ 
There is, however, a clause under Article 
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TV., which defines public worship and opens 
a way for the private exercise of it. True, 
it is ambiguons, but that there is no law 
against propaganda or private worship was 
made evident in the case of Rev. F. Pen- 
zotti, of the American Bible Society, who 
was tried for the supposed illegality of wor- 
ship and propaganda. The trial was carried 
through all the grades of tribunals, includ- 
ing the Supreme Court of the nation, no law 
being found under which he could be con- 
demned, This took place in 1890-91. That 
case settled the fact that there was no law 
against propaganda or private worship, and 
now that the Supreme Government of Peru 
has offered to indemnify us for the outrage 
we suffered in Cuzco, it is made more 
evident. . 

“It has been interesting to notice the ef- 
fect of the ejection of the missionaries from 
the ancient capital of the Incas. It has 
stirred up the public mind on religions sub- 
jects more than any other event since the 
imprisonment of Senior Penzotti: it has 
opened the eyes of many, as never before, 
to the abuses of Romanism, and it has led 
some representatives of the Lower House to 
consider the advisability of reforming the 
constitution in favor of liberty of worship. 
If the fires of Smithfield led to the 
emancipation of England from papal sway, 
what shall we say of the eight months’ im- 
prisonment of Senor Penzotti in Casa Mata, 
Callao; the riots in Cocachacra, when two 
colporteurs were on the eve of being stoned 
to death; the burning of the Bibles, and 
narrow escapes of the men from Ayachcho; 
the ejection of the first two Protestant mis- 
sionaries from Cuzco; the banishment of a 
colporteur from Sienani, and, lastly, the 
burning of Bibles and expulsion of col- 
porteurs from San Miguel. One’ by one 
these steps are destined to break the"*power 
of religious tyranny, hasten the downfall of 
corrupted priestcraft, and are preparing the 
way for the spread of the glorious gospel. 

‘““Perplexiug as the outlook may be, @ 
foundation for the gospel, deep aud solid, 
is being laid, with such a strength that no 
power shall be able to overthrow. The liy- 
ing, transforming Word of God is being 
scattered in this idolatrous land. In many 
homes itis being read, and may we ‘not be- 
lieve that it will make many wise unto gal- 
vation? The more we comprehend the eitn- 
ation the more profoundly are we convinced 
that Peru’s deepest need is not, more educa- 
tion or civilization, but living ‘witnesses who 
will carry the living Word of God into the 
homes and hearts of the people. Nothing 
can take its place in uprooting the super- 
stition, the cold indifference,’and the wide- 
spread infidelity, and in introducing right- 
eousness and peace land ‘justice. If Paul's 
heart was stirred by secing the jidolatry of 


-Athens, should not ours\be ‘stirred by the 


fact that the whole country,zyea, the whole 
continent, is ‘wholly given to idolatry?’ 


Russia.--A FEW'IYRARSTAGO} Lord Rad- 
stock, one of the, most gifted and consec- 


rated of all the nobility of England, visited 


Russia as au evangelist. His ability to 
preach in French and :German-enabled him 
to reach some of the nobility and high 
officials of Ruesia. Among,the number were 
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Count Korloff and Col. Pashkoff, both of 
whom were led into a rapturous Christian 
experience, They both became flaming 
evangelists. Col. Pashkoff, who was the 
acjutant of (he Emperor, was son arrested 
in bis brilliant and auspicjous evangelism, 
and Count Korloff also. Both were wealthy, 
and both were banished, and are now per- 
mitted to visit their estates at stated inter- 
vais on the condition that neither wiil 
preach while in the Empire. A Jarge pum- 
ber of their converts, called Pashkc ffites,are 
still holding out as happy Christians, but 
not permitted to spread the good news, only 


in an esoteric way. 


Mr, SPEER, of the Presbyterian Board, 
writes from Odessa: 

‘‘The last five days in Russia have given 
us a pew and deep impression of the re- 
sources of this empire. One-tenth of its 
population of 112,967,080, or 1,156,649 men, 
are ia the regular army ou a peace fvoting, 
On a war footing tbis army wonld be 
doubled. These men are growing in intel- 
ligence. In 1882 only nineteen per cent. of 
the recruits levied for the army were able 
to read and write. In 1887 the proportion 
was thirty percent. The annual revenue is 
96,500,000 sterling, or 965 303,066 rubies. 
The chief source of revenue is the excise on 
spirits, 242 570,981 rubles (the figures are 
for the year 1891). 

“The army costs annually 228 907,132 
rubles. The church receives 11,405,159 
subles, and public instruction 21,868 914 
rubles. The railroad system under the con- 
trol of the government is magnificent.

man behind every human face; when the 
Bibie, which is now scattering far and wide 
through the nation, brings forth its frvit,— 
then will Christ have for His kingdom not 
only the sou!s here and there, who trujy re- 
ceive Him through the ministry of tbe 
Greek Church, but multitudes in Poland 
and Finland and Russia, the Crimea, the 
Caucasus, Siberia and Central Asia, and in 
what other lands in that coming day, God 
knows, shall be part of this mighty empire.,’”’ 


The Islands.—THE meeting of New Hebri- 
des Synod in June last was an occasion of 
very great rejoicing. The reports from the 
yarious stations were most gralifying, The 
work of building up and developing Chris- 
tian character is going on steadily, as is 
evinced by the large and sustained attend- 
-auce not ouly at the Sabbath services, but at 
prayer meetings and Bible clas-es. Special 
mention is made of (1) the growing spirit of 
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Christfan liberality (one district alone con- 
tributed during the year over $500 for mis- 
sion purposes). (2) the readiness of many 
of the converts to go to heathen islands, 
principally as teachers; (3) the Jarge num. 
ber of accessions to the membership of the 
church (200 from Tongoa and 85 from Erro- 
manga, where the missionary, Williams, 
years ago suffered martyrdom at the hands 
of the heathen, ctc., etc.); (4} the large re- 
duction of the stubborn remnant of heathen- 
ism hitherto remaining in some islands. 
Even in Tanna, where the seul of Dr. Paton 
was so sorely tried for years, and which has 
ever beeu a hard spot in the mission, there is 
evidence of softening of the hearts of the 
people towards the missionaries, There are 
now eighteen missionaries and 271 teachers 
in these islsnds df the New Hebrides; 9587 
pupils are attending schcol; 1120 nates 
have, during the past year, revourced their 
healhenism and joined the Christian party, 
while the whole number of church mem er- 
ship stands at 2082, 


Next To Cupa, the Philippine Islands 
are the most valuable possession left to 
Spain, They area group of about twelve 
huodred i-lands, lying sonth of Formosa, 
between that island and Borneo. Their ag- 
grepate area is about 120,000 square miles, 
and ther population is about seven millions. 
The is'ands are extraordinarily fertile, con- 
taining forests of ebony, cedar, iron-wood 
and gum-trees. Oranges, citron, banana, 
guava, sugar cane are among their products, 
but their coffee, tobacco and indigo are their 
largest exports. The people are chiefly ne- 
groes of the Papuan type, but there are a 
large number of Mestizos, a race of half- 
breeds descended from Chinese fathers and 
negro mothers, Spain bas held the islands 
gince the sixteenth century, but has never 
thoroughly subdued the people. She ap- 
pears to have been intent on getting revenue 
from the islands, rather than introducing 
civilization. The trade has drified chiefly 
into the hands of German, English and 
American traders, and has been extremely 
profi'able, The Euglish trace alane amounts 
annually to fifteen mijiliou dollars. Manila 
and three other ports are the only places 
open to foreign trade, Spain exacts a high 
tariff, and besides, retains in her own hands 
the monopoly of tobacco and ciyars, Ro- 
than Catholic missionaries have labored in 
the islands for over a century ard some three 
millions of the natives were reported to be 
converts, but even these are only nominally 
Christian and the large bulk of the people 
are idojaters. The present trouble appears 
to have been of Japanese origin. An outlet 
for her surpluspopulation 1s indispensable to 
the Island Empire, and since she has been 
excluded by the greed of Russia from Correa 
she has turned her eyes lougingly to the 
Philippines. With Formosa asa base of op- 
erations, Japan has sent colonizers to the 
islands, who, it is alleged, bave fomented 
discontent among the natives. Nominally 
the movetnent aims to establish a republic, 
but if Japan is really leading it, there is lit- 
tle donbt that annexa'ion and not tndepend- 
ence, will be the outcome of success, it it is 
achieved. - Spanish reports compute the in- 
surgent strength at ff.een thousand men and.

THE STATE OF THINGS in Madagascar con- 
tinues to be very serious for Christian work 
in that island. With the exception of a few 
places where orderis kept by the presence 
of French troops, the central portion of the 
island is overrun with bodies of raiders who 
are at once anti-foreign and anti Christian. 
These bandits are destroy ing Christian build- 
ings, including in one case even a dispensary 
and a leper asylum, scattering the congrega- 
tions, maltreating converts, and even mur- 
dering some, The predominant feature o1 
the movenient is said to be its intense hea- 
thenism, French opinion blames M. La- 
roche, the Resident, now to be superseded 
by General Gallieni, for his leniency in 
dealing with these outlaws, but a disturbed 
state of the country may usually be expected 
when a weak government is overthrown by 
a small body ofinvaders. We found it easy 
to overthrow the king of Burmah, but the 
suppression of disorder in the kidgdom was 
the work of years. 


Africa.—THE SISTERS OF Notre DAME 
are represented on the Congo by twelve 
members, who help the Jesuits in the educa- 
tion of the giris and in the building up of 
Catholic towns. At Kuango Mission they 
have about one hundred chiidren ui der 
their care, Another female order, the Sis- 
ters of Charity of Ghent, works in connec- 
tion with the Fathers of Ghent, They direct 
four este blishments in the Ccngo State, at 
Moanda, Berghe Ste. Marie, LuJusburg and 
Boma. At Moanda they have 120 bua ding 
pupils, and a Catholic Christian town is 
being formed, which is expected to contain 
soon over Joo familics, At Luluaburg they 
have over 300 pupils,. Eight Franciscan 
Sisters from Gooreicd, near Antwerp, are 
about to proceed to Baugala, There will 
then be 40 Catholic Sisters on the Congo, 


China,—-A CHINESE CONVERT had Jearned 
the secret of taking every difficulty to God 
in prayer, and expecting a direct answer. 
His heathen neighbors were Collecting a 
large sum of mouey to be spent in idol 
worrhip to preserve the houses on their 
street trom fire. They asked this Christian 
to contribute, but he answered that he trust- 
ed no more in idols, but only in tbe living 
God, and that he felt safe from aJl danger 
under His protection, Soon after their ex- 
pensive ceremony was over, a fire broke out 
in 1hat ver) street, and more than a hun- 
dred houses were burned to sshes. Still 
this Christian believed God would answer 
his prayer and protect his home. Amid the 
jeers cf heathen men he knelt and asked 
God to shuw these people that He was able 
to save from bodtly harm, as well as saving 


souls. Toe fire came nearer and 
nearer, until only one house stood 
between his and the blazing ruins, 


Just then God sent a sudden change of wind 
in auswer to that prayer of faith. The fire 
was Conquered. Once more God's promise 
had been fulfilled, ‘ According to your 
faith be it unto you.” | |

Dear, dear Homeland Friends; 

This has been a most beautiful day. The 
air has seemed so much more bracing than 
usual, We have been having some very hot 
days, and to-day has seemed like a sweet 
homeland spring relief, and every one has 
felt accordingly. Somehow it isso easy here 
to go with the weather, and when it is so 
sultry and hot, one’s ambition seems to flag, 
and then, when a cooler day comes, every 
one seems to brace up with it, and the 
house is noisier, and every one is busy. As 
this is Saturday, it has been especially so. 
The ladies’ parlor was whitewashed yester. 
day, and to day all hands of us have been 
busy cleansing and settling besides cleaning 
our rooms. 

This afternoon Misses Myers, Catlin and 
myself went over to the Christian Mission 
calling, and had a very pleasant time. 

This evening is the ‘‘social evening,’ so 
1 have only time to write a little, as I must 


go down for a little time. To-morrow is 


Easter, one of the days that remind us al! > 


very much of the homeland; but not 
mournfnlly——no, indeed! for we realize too 
fully what it means to have a risen Saviour 
not only for ourselves, but to bring to these 
poor darkened sonls in this land, Last year 
it was our Sunday for the service, and we 
had many flowers and several extra pieces 
of music. This year the C. I. M. have the 
service, and we are not to have any differ- 
ence from any other time. 

Yesterday Misses Rhind and Von Gunten 
went across the river into the region known 
as Kiaug pi (north of the river) for the 
purpose of preaching and selling books. 
They have jast returned, and report a most 
blessed time. Several times they talked, 
telling of God and Christ, for several hours 
until their throats would give out, and they 
would have to stop and rest. 

Yesterday--Sunday--was a most blessed 
day. Quite against my own inclination in 
the morniug I felt He did not want me to 
attend the street service, but would have me 
stay quietly at home. The reason was €x- 
plained, when at about eleven o’clock four 
well dressed women of the better class were 
aunounced as having come from the city, 
and wanting to see K’ang and Kan Siao-tsie 
~-Miss V-— and myself. All the ladies but 
two of the latest arrived and myself were at 
the service, Sol knew then He had kept 

me at home to meet them. Miss V—— had 
gone to speak to the women in the chapel. 
It is needless for me to tell you that I had 
a most precious time with them. Only one 
had ever heard the story of Jesus’ love, and 
it was indeed a new story to them. I played 
and sang for them ‘‘Jesus loves me,”’ 
‘‘There is a fountain flled with blood,’ 
aud “Happy day” in Chinese. They are 


always interested in the music, and then the 








dishes, etc. 


words sung are always a good beginning for 
atalk with them, They stayed two hours, 
during which time Miss V—— returned and 
spoke to them, Our names were the only 
ones of the ladies that they knew, and so 
we were the ones they asked to see. To-day 
we expected to go in the street and buy our 
dishes for Nan-ling, z.e., Miss V and I 
were going, but it has been raining hard all 
day, and so we have had to be content to 
stay in doors. 

Eliza and I went to the street to buy our 
Miss Funk went with us ‘‘for 
experience,’’ she said. This is the second 
time E. and I have done this. Last Fall 
Mary Parmenter, E. and-I bought the 
dishes for the Wanchi station. It is indeed 
afununy time we have as we go along witha 
man carryicg our basket for us, and the men 
shouting at us from the different crockery 
stands. As we are foreigners they ask us 
double and thribble what they would ask 
the Chinese, and there is the talking and 
bartering with them that is very funny at 
times, as you see the sly looks they give 
each other. We don’c mean they shall fool 
us much, and they know it, and when they 
see that their game is up and we won't take 
the things unless they come down, they will 
begin to say among th-mselves how smart 
and wise we foreigners ‘‘Siao tsies”’ (young 
single women) are compared to theirs. and 
they seem wholly unconscious of the fact 
that we understand them. Well, we bought 
our plates and rice and porridge bowls, cups, 
etc., and returned home just in time fordin- 
ner, but almost too tired toeat. Itis about 
two miles into the city where we can buy 
these thiugs, and then there is no opportu- 
tunity for sitting and resting a moment 
while you are purchasing. Miss Funk told 
me this eveniug that my box would reach 
here about the middle of May: I am waiting 
for it, shall I say patiently? I fear it is 





almost impatiently. But ‘‘all things come to 


those who wait,’’ so I suppose my box will 


eome along some time. 

We are going to Wanchiin the morning. 

Wanchi, April 11, 1896. Wereached here 
last night at 9.30, and right glad dear Mary 
and Ella seemed toseeus They had not 
seen a foreiguer since we left them, Wehad 
a high, favorable wind, and so made the dis- 
tance very quickly, aud well it was that we 
did, for we had a little bit of a boat, so low 
that wheu we sat on the floor we could not 
straighteu up in it, and there we sat all day, 
we two and the woman, with a Chinese cat 
we were taking up to the girls to help keep 
off the rats. I needn’t try to tell you how 
hard my back ached, you can guess that, It 
did seem as if it might take some time to get 
straightened out again after such a long 
siege in such small quarters. 

The dear women and children here in 
Wanchi seem so glad to see usagain. Last 
night a little girl across the street, when she 
heard we had returned, cried, and would not 
go to sleep until she was permitted to come 
over and seeus. Oh, everything is so dirty 
here in China, and the cleanest of the people 
and of everything is very dirty. The 
streets, the houses, the people, your ser- 
vants, and all are so filthy and have solittle 
idea of cleanliness that it looks almost im- 
possible sometimes to be able to keep your 
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little corner of the great large pig-pen clean. 
And itis only by being very persistent that 
you succeed. 

It is no wonder that pestilence and disease 
rages so in this land. The people do not 
seem to have any idea of infection or any of 
these things. And because of this, one is 
constantly exposed to disease. Miss Von 
Gunten and I were fearfully exposed to 
stiallpox five times in two days that we 
know of while out on the trip, and perhaps 
as many more times that we knew nothing 
absut. I did not write you this while I was 
out as I feared some of you might worry and 
think that by the time you were reading the 
letter I was ill with the smallpox. 

One Sunday while we were out a woman 
came to the boat to see us, handJed our 
hands and arms and face to see if our flesh 
was like hers, and then invited us to her 
houie. We went with her, and had been in 
their one little, dark, close room some time 
when a little child came toddling upto us 
just covered with the awful disease, and we 
then discovered that she had two children 
there with it, and she was caring for them. 
We could not pick up and run out frighten- 
ed, so we just trusted Him to keep us. After 
a little we left that house and went into an- 
other, only to have the woman pick up one 
of the sick ones and trudge along with us, 
telling us there was no danger, we would 
not catch it. When we returned to the boat 
we definitely took it of God that He would 
not fet us suffer from the exposure. And 
you see He has most blessedly kept us. 
Praise His dear name. I know of no more 
sure place in which to dwell than in the grst 
Psalm: ‘Neither shall auy plague come 
nigh thy dwelling,” and our “ dwelling ” is 
tn God.

l= January the Holy Spirit led me to 
ask the Christian Alliance people to 

pray for me, and with me. Miss Shep- 
ard sent the date for united prayer, and also 
gave me the verse from Hebrew: “ He is 
faithful that promised.’’ 

I tad been reading regularly the AtL- 
LIANCK paper, finding much therein which 
sent me anew to the -tudy of the Bible and 
stimulated me, through reading it, to pray 
for missions in a larger way, if I may so 
write, than formerly. [ would ask God to 
bless the workers here and there, and keep 
them well, sptrit, soul and body, as they 
kept themselves in the love of God.

stairs and lie down, thanking God for His 
love and blessing which came to me during 
the hour, through His Holy Spirit, and the 
expressed good-will of my neighbors. They 
all felt sorry to gee me so apparently ill 
while about the work. 

One day our minister, a real open-air man 
in mind and heart, called to see me. I 
was in great pain, insomuch that I had al- 
most to craw! to the door in answer to the 
bell. When he asked me how I was getting 
along, through the joy of the Lord singing 
in my heart, I was enabled truly to tell him, 
smilingly through all, ‘‘Very well, for all I 
am in great suffering.’’ 

Something the minister said to me then 
about ‘‘a merry heart doeth good like a 
medicine,’ comforted me, and has stayed 
rigtt by, through all these months during 
which God has been delivering me from all 
pains incident to the life of the flesh. | 

Last February the edict of one of Chica- 
go’s best and bravest physicians was that my 
life might end in a few days any week, from 
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the suffering of my body. Looking back 
now to that time, realizing how entirely 
different is my new life from that old stand- 
point, self, I can but think I did dze, in the 
best sense, at the time when the good physi- 
cians prophesied that I might.
